Sociol Insurance 
Number 

The Unemployment Insurance 
Commission said today that the 
current registration for the Can¬ 
ada Pension Plan is apparently 
leading many Canadians who al¬ 
ready have a Social Insurance 
Number to apply for a second one. 
The Commission emphasized that 
the one number provides identity 
for both Canada Pension Plan and 
unemployment insurance purposes, 
and that the individual must not 
have more thain one number. 

Those who apply more than once 
may be building up future diffi¬ 
culties for themselves in regard to 
payments from either or both 
plans. They may find that they 
have created more than one “ac¬ 
count” for their contributions and 
thus have trouble obtaining their 
full entitlement when the time 
comes to obtain benefits. 

The UIC noted that every effort 
is made to avoid assigning more 
than one number to an individual. 
However, when the particulars giv¬ 
en on one application are not 
identical to those given on an ear¬ 
lier application, a second number 
will be issued. 

For the individual who already 
has more than one Social Insur¬ 
ance Numiber the Commission says 
the solution is simple. He should 
report the problem to the nearest 
UIC office, bringing with him, or 
mailing, all the Social Insurance 
Number Cards in his possession. 
The Commission will cancel the 
later number or numbers and sup¬ 
ply a new Social Insurance Num¬ 
ber card if the original one has 
been misplaced. 

While it is an offence for a 
person to knowingly apply lor 
more than one number, it is rec¬ 
ognized that most multiple ap¬ 
plications are made inadvertently. 
The Commsision stressed that its 
immediate interest is to have 
those who contribute to either the 
Canada Pension Plan or unem¬ 
ployment insurance to do so under 
one—and only one—Social Insur¬ 
ance Number.

Uses for left-over 
egg whites, yolks 


If you have your heart set on 
preparing a recipe that calls for 
all egg whites or all egg yolks, 
don't despair, the left-over yolks 
or whites are useful in a variety of 
ways. Here are some su^estions 
for storing and using these import¬ 
ant Teft-overs” from the home 
economists, Consumer Section, the 
Canada Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa. 

For best quality, store left-over 
whites in a ti^ly covered jar in 
the refrigerator. Tbey may be held 
a week to ten days. Store left¬ 
over yolks in water in a covered 
container in the refrigerator. They 
may be held two or three days. 
EGG YOLKS 

Two yolks may be substituted 
for whole egg in custanb. Left¬ 
over egg yolks may be added to 
whole eggs for eggnogs, whole eggs 
for scrambling; to white sauce fcir 
thickening and for a rich color 
and flavor to mashed stuffed pota¬ 
toes; to confectioDer’s sugar frost¬ 
ing; to cream fillings; to cakes 
and pies. 

Hard-cooked egg yolks may be 
pressed throu^ a sieve. They add 
color and flavw to soupe, sauces, 
cassette, creamed vegetable and 
salads. 

EGG WHITES 

Left-over egg whites may be 
used for boiled and confectioner’s 
sugar frostings; fruit wiups and 
snow puddings; chiflffm pies; wUte 
and angel food cakes; meringues, 
cookies and candy. ’They may alto 
be used to glaze buns and pie pant¬ 
ry or as a dip whra cnini>jng 
foods fm ftying.

How To Lose o Debate 

A few weeks ago I wrote a column with 
which Q reader violently disagreed. 

Fine, this is a free country. 

However, this reader, before dealing with 
the argument itself, started his letter by de¬ 
manding to know who I am, where I earn my 
pay and so forth. The implication was that 
because my ideas are different from his, I 
must be some kind of a subversive, a tool of 
communists or capitalists,- a low fellow in¬ 
deed. It was clear that if he had the power to 
do so, he would drag me before some kind of 
inquisition and lay bare the secrets of my 
life, if any. His attack had all the earmarks 
of the technique made famous by McCarthy, 
the U. S. senator. Only after he had made 
this effort to imply that I am a no-goodnick 
did he try to deal with the argument I had 
presented. 

When he got around to the argument it¬ 
self, he proved to be a little more effective. 
But if I am any judge of human nature, he 
hod lost his case before he got to the meat 
of the debate. I am quite confident that most 
intelligent readers had already written him 
off because of the vitriolic nature of his open¬ 
ing blast. Then, when his argument showed 
weak spots, they would at once see that had 


he been on surer ground, he would not have 
needed to put such faith in the personal at¬ 
tack. 

Now it is altogether likely that the reader 
who blasted me is a good fellow at heart. I 
am not interested in knowing his residence, 
the size of his bank account, or the color of 
his eyes, his religion, or how he parts his hair. 
I am interested in his logic or lack of it relat¬ 
ing to the matter debated, for there is a prin¬ 
ciple involved. He might prove me to be the 
worst kind of blackguard imaginable, but if 
in this instance I am espousing a right prin¬ 
ciple, the fact that I am a Conservative, Lib¬ 
eral, NDPer or Hottentot wouldn't change 
that fact. And it I erred in principle, then I'd 
still be wrong even if gold-plated halos circled 
my brow!
